Protein for growth, iron for 
blood, calcium and phosphorus for teeth, 
vitamins A, B and C, for growth and health 
are necessary. ‘What group of foods are 
the best sources of these substances?” is 
often asked. Milk, cheese, eggs, fish, meat 
and nuts are the best sources of protein. 
Hag, green leafy vegetables, dried fruits and 
molasses are the best sources of iron, Cal- 
cium is found in greatest abundance in milk, 
cheese, spinach, oranges, whole grain cereals 
and whole grain breads. Milk, utter, raw 
vegetables and fresh fruit provide necessary 
vitamins. The foods providing iron are 
particularly important for girls of this age as 
the requirement for blood is increased

Henry Ford has just ‘‘advertised”’ a five- 
day, forty-hour week in his plants, and his 
announcement was immediately approved 
by the American Federation of Labor. 
Now arises Professor W. Lighty of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, President of the 
National University Extension Association, 
with the comment that, “The five-day week 
is not yét here and years may pass before 
machine production will cut manual labor 
in industry to forty hours a week. When 
that time does come we shall face these 
questions: ‘How shall the individual and 
society profit from the extra day? Shall it 
be spent wholly in reget 

ere are probably still many people to 
whom training and improvement appear 
superfluous. They are inclined to say, 
“What’s the use, we're getting good pay, 
have plenty to eat, can support a family and 
a car, and lay by a few dollars for a rainy 
day.” They pretend to admire the pro- 
gressive spirit in others, and sometimes seek 
to encourage it in their children, ignoring 
the fact that their own example of dull 
contentment and lack of ambition points 
just the other way. 

There is undoubtedly a coterie of rather 
cynical observers (whose opinions receive 
far more attention than their numbers or 
their pretensions warrant) who seem to 
think that popular education is going to let 
the country in for a vast amount of class 
consciousness and discontent. I cannot 
share this view; in fact, I think such an idea 
abominable and thoroughly un-American. 
I can see no reason why giving any person a 
well-rounded education that he may better 
enjoy his leisure moments can produce 
economic or social unrest; in fact, EDUCA- 
TION OF THE RIGHT SORT AT THE 
RIGHT TIME will have just the opposite 
efiect. Real contentment is never founded 
on listlessness. 

No doubt there is prevalent over wide 
areas of society a subtle and mysterious 
inertia against raising the levels of intel- 
lectual living. The family which happens 
to be placed in humble surroundings is said 
to be “wearing the high hat” or “putting on 
the dog” if it aspires to culture or self- 
improvement. Yet the critics of that family 
are confounded when it comes to proposing 
other constructive ways of using leisure. 
Even in this day of the automobile and the 
radio, time drags and 5 hours are spent 
in idleness for want of ideas, We all know of 
working men who grow restless during a 
week-end holiday, and I have known more 
than one to take on another job during his 
annual vacation just to kill time. 

Any propaganda which stands in the way 
of the common good and the common 
advancement ought to be fought to a stand-

ESSEX COUNTY AGRICULTURAL 
SCHOOL NOTES 


Extension Department Starts Classes in 
Home Furnishing 


The Home Demonstration Agent is organ- 
izing for the first time groups for the study 
of home furnishing. 

The homemakers of Essex County have 
been asking for this help for some time and it 
is with much pleasure that the Extension 
Department offers the course. 

{rs. Harriet Haynes, Home Management 
Specialist of Massachusetts Agricultural 
College, begins the work in Ipswich in Janu- 
ary. Miss Crawford, the Home Demonstra- 
tion Agent, will give the cotirse in other 
communities later in the year. 

The project is planned to assist the home- 
maker toward the use of her time and strength 
in making a more attractive and satisfying 
home with a minimum expenditure of money. 


Should Stout People Use Milk? 


This question is often asked the Home 
Demonstration Agent. Miss May Foley, 
State Nutrition Specialist of Massachusetts 
Agricultural College, says, “Yes, by all 
means, and particularly skimmed milk and 
buttermilk. Remember, this does not mean 
cream! Cream is very fattening. Milk 
contains valuable minerals and vitamines 
which none of us can afford to be without. 
Children should use a quart a day and adults 
a pint, whether overweight, underweight or 
normal.” 


Hens at School Receive Cod Liver Oil 


At the school we are feeding at the rate o1 
one-half pint of oil every other day for 10 
hens. This is mixed with two quarts of 
cracked corn the night before feeding, kept in 
a warm place. In the morning it is stirred 
well and then fed out by scattering along 
the top of the long mash hoppers. It is un- 
sanitary and wasteful to feed by scattering on 
the floor. 

Definite results are obtained by feeding 
Cod Liver Oil along the lines of better health 
of the birds, increased resistance to disease, 
increase of egg production, increased fertility 
of the eggs, increased hatchability of the 
eggs, stronger chicks, and decreased blood 
spots in eggs. 

There are many brands of Cod Liver Oil 
on the market, but only a high grade, vita- 
mine laboratory tested oil should be used, or 
poor results may be obtained. 

Vitamines are certain substances found in 
food which produce important results for 
poultry as well as people. They come from 
plants and are stored in animal bodies, 
especially Cod Livers, from which we get 
Cod Liver Oil, a most valuable poultry 
suplementary food. 


Poultry Notes 


The poultry department recommends that 

ultrymen Sree damp litter in their 
Heaiee due to rain and snow. Damp litter is 
the cause of colds and allied troubles at this 
time of year, and also seriously cuts down on 
egg production. 

When litter becomes darfip, the house must 
be immediately cleaned and new litter put on 
the floor. Careful attention to regulation of 
curtains will reduce chances of wet litter by 
keeping out rain and snow. Often a wider 
overhang in front or eave troughs will remedy 
the cause. 

A poultry house should never be closed 
tight, except in a direct driving storm, Such 
a lack of ventilation causes moisture to con- 
dense on the walls and roof, which later runs 
onto the floor. 

Keep oyster shells and grit in good supply 
before the birds, otherwise soft shelled eggs 
will be laid by the birds.

A Little Out of the Way 


Learning Through Toys. Simple One 
Best 


The child learns many of his real lessons 
about life through toys he plays with. The 
little girl, caring for and loving her baby 
doll, is able to transfer this feeling later to 
her real baby sister; cooking in her most 
grown-up manner on a six-inch stove she 
develops an interest in cooking which carries 
over and is used. In babyhood and early 
childhood the boy or girl must have play- 
things which relate to real life and yet are 
small enough to come within the child’s 
capacity. Simple toys are best. They give 
more play for the child’s imagination. 
Blocks can be built into elaborate castles;

Early Bookkeeping 

Of the early forms of bookkeeping 
practically nothing is known. From 
the works of Leonardo of Pisa it ap- 
pears certain that the merchants of 
Italy, France and Spain practiced sys- 
tematic bookkeeping for some time 
prior to the Thirteenth century. It fs, 
however, to the Italian traders of the 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth centuries, 
the enterprising merchants of Genoa, 
Florence and Venice, that we owe the 
system of bookkeeping which takes 
the lead at the present time, In the 
year 1494 Lupca Pacioll, or Luca di 
Burgo, Tuscan friar, published a work 
which contained a treatise upon dou- 
ble-entry bookkeeping. This is the 
first systematic treatment of the sub- 
Ject of which we hive any record, and 


{t is worthy of reimurk that the more 
complete system of double-entry was 
perfected and brought into general 


use considerably before the system of 
the single entry.

The End Table 

A pretty piece of furniture, and 
useful, too, that has put in an appear- 
ance within the 
last few years, is 
the little end table 
which stands at the 
head or foot of a 
big divan. Some 
times each end of 
the divan ts 
equipped with one 
of these handy lit- 
tle stands, straight 
along one side and 
curved at the other, 
which holds a read- 
ing lamp, a book, 
or the newest magazine. 

To curl up In one corner of a deep 
couch, propped up with cushions, and 
have at one’s elbow a resting place 
for the cupful of tea, the box of candy 
or the book one Is reading, is to know 
solid comfort of the sort that spells 
home. The straight side of the stand 
fits perfectly the straight end of the 
couch, and the curve of the outside 
end protects the occupants of the 
room from bumping into sharp cor- 
ners or knocking the stand sideways 
In passing. 

Some of these stands are semi-cir- 
cular in shape, others have variously 
designed sides and front edge, but 
all have cut-off corners and, in gen- 
eral, one front supporting leg and two 
rear legs. While many persons like 
to have them match the woodwork or 
the rest of the furniture in the room, 
they may be of any wood that harmo- 
nizes, as they rank with the “occa- 
sional chair” and the carved chest 
which are part of no set and need 
only harmonize in general effect. End 
tables of mahogany, circassian walnut, 
painted wood, and even of wicker are 
chosen for rooms of more or less for- 
mality. 

These end tables may be used in 
very narrow halls to take the place 
of a console, and in small sunrooms 
they are very handy for putting close | 
up against the wall, where they take 
up little room. An end table stand- 
Ing at the head of a chaise longue! 
provides a convenient place to lay 
book or magazine during a resting 
hour, and they are particularly pretty 
at either end of a day bed.

Deep Brown Amber Latest 
Fashion Note 

It is said by the Orientals that when 2 
tiger dies its soul penetrates into the earth 
and becomes a stone, is stone is the 
yellowish brown bead which we see so often 
today in the long and short strings of Chinese! 
amber. Just now the importers are saying 
that the choker and the 54-inch chain 
amber are to be worn together. This jg 
today’s striking note in jewelry, and amber 
of a deep brown is ming more of a 
favorite in the market each day. 

Amber is a fossilized Venetable resin found 
in gota deposits. The heavy drops of 
resin are brought out on trees by the hot sun. 
The red fir tree is one instance. These bally 
of resin drop from the tree and sink into the 
earth. Each year the resin goes q 
below the surface. After a thousand 
have elapsed the resin has become fi 
and is mined in large pieces. The bead 
for combs, necklaces and bracelets are cut 
and polished from the mined amber. There 
are many varieties of amber such as stone 
amber, water amber, flower amber, black 
jet amber and wax amber. The latter js 
yellow in color and transparent. 

The Chinese always identify genuine 
amber by rubbing the stone between the 
hands. If it is the genuine stone it becomes 
warm from friction and will attract the 
mustand seed, or chaff, or dried leaves, just: 
as a magnet attracts iron—Dry Goods
